4— At 8 o'clock 
yMtercUy afternoon the extraorrlinary 
Besaion of the Fitty-third congreBS, 

after boini? in nession 87 days and 
three houra, adjounnMl without day. 

A wrangle botwfcn the liouse and 
senate over an iipiiropriation to i)av 
the senate m^-siuti cuiployea for work 
done during llu< rfcess of the Fifty fir^it 
CongreBB in IhitO t'duned the fuiluro nf 
the Kf'i^ernl deficiency bill and tlio bill 
providing for the payment ot clerks and 
eniployea during fho adjournment in- 
terval belwci-n now Mini the ooDTening 
of the regular session iJec. 4. 

The aenato was determined that this 
appropriation should be agreed to hy 
tlie house with the alternatiue of Hiicri- 
ticing the deficiency bill, and Senator 
Cockrell, chairman of the iipprniin 
atioua committee, sent word tlmt nut h 
dollar of doKciency would bo n<n cd to 
by the senate until the boaue accepted 
this aniomlnient, which had bCM tacked 
on lo the il<'fii iency hill. 

Thf luiul iid.iouriinient re^inlnfidn liiid 
been passed and in this way the .vi imtc 
expected to force the house to yield. 
To make )'.!<snriuu-e doubly (<ure the 
senate hIho placed tln' name amendment 
on the bill providing; pay for sosnion 
employes and clerks to ineinhers dur- 
ing the recess and sent word that if 
their amendment was agreed to the de- 
ficiency bill woidd be released from 
conterenc'u, where it was being bsld as 
if in cluuK'ery by the Hi imte. 

InaKmuch as every memlxir of th'' 
hon.s<' was prrsonally int:!re8t(!d in the 
resolution to krep his clerk on the pay- 
roll during' ihi- riTcss they th(.uit;lit they 
held till' whip li.md but the jibm wa^ 
defeated ))y a tilihuster inan^'uratcd by 
Mr. Hutchinson of Texii-;. Me wiw op- 
l)o(<('d to the ori^'inal ri-^' ilution to i«ay 
the emiiloyes ol ( .ingress during the 
recess but w;is easily i>iit),'rnerHled by 
the p:irlmu)tintarians wim opposed him. 

\V hen the n -^ohition came buck to 
the hou-e, however, with the senate 
amendiUL'nt on us a rider, it was ahout 
« o'clock. Mr. fhitchiiiso.'i ;aw that if 
he could hold thf liou-se at bay lor the 
space uf but a f«w niin.-.tes the adjourn- 
ment would give bini victory. The 
senate was immediately notjlied of the 
eituation in the bonbo, and a resolution 
was hurriedly passed extending the 
time of adjournment to 4:30, but the 
effort camo too late. 

Mr. Hutchinson, with Kilgore on his 
left hand and Boon, the Nebraska popu- 
list, on his right, held Ins position uutd 
;i o'clock, when the hoii^e by its own 
previon.s action was de. lured by Speaker 
Crisp adjourned nine die. 

While tli(! house adjourned at 3 
o'clock to the second, the seu.'ito also 
adjourning by resolution Himultaiieous- 
ly (lid nor in reality adjovrn Qatll seTen 
iniuutes later.

Of the three under arrest. W. N. 
Bates, a traveling agent, is the most 
desperate. He was recenily discharged 
from ills i)(j?.iti'iii and since then his 
former employer hi s been annoyed t)y 
letters threatening death if ho is not re- 
instated. When arrested Bates had a 
large pistol and a blackthorn cane. Ho 
saiu he bad boi-n driven to de.-porate 
methods bi-c.ioso l:e had no work. 

The tici ' nd cr.'iiil: is a newspaper 
man, who ,\MVe the iiruiie of Mike 
O'Brien, lie went to Tlie Times ollico 
and when refuseil the position of editor, 
palled a pistol and threatt ned to t ic an 
out the office. He was arrested beti.r.' 
ho did any damage. 

John Mctiarvy, the third crank, gave 
himself up. saying he was out of work 
and starving aiul he was afraid he 
would kill someone. 



EXPRESS HELD UK 

Vhti ConJuctor Shot \V1ill« Tryins to Pro- 
trct HI* Train. 

Little Rock, Nov. 4.— Fast express 
train No. :<l of the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern, known aa the 
Cannon Ball, due here at 2:10 fti m., was 
held np and ro>bbed by aerea aiMked 
knen at Oliphant, Ark., aeren mUea 
north of Newport, at 10 o'olook last 
Bight. Passenger Condaotor J. P. Mc- 
Nally was shot and Ulled while pro- 
tecting his train. 

Oliphant is a small Itimber town of 
abont 800 inhabitants, sitnated in a 
lonely timber district in White county. 
When train No. 61 stopped at the sta- 
tion, two men jumped on the engine 
and. pointing revolvers at the engineer 
and fireman, ordered them to keep still, 
threatening to blow their brains out if 
they moved a mnaole. The other five 
men surrounded the expreescar, the 
door of which was open, and at onoe be- 
gan tiring a wioked fosilade from their 
rerotTers. 

ConAictor J. P. McNalley drew his 
rwcAvA and returned the robbers' fire, 
but before he had suoceMed in wonnd- 
insany of them, he was shot and 
killed. The robbers then entered the 
expreescar, overpowered the messenger 
and looted the oar. 

L«aTing two men to guard the train- 
men the other robbers proceeded to rob 
the passengers. They entered the 
coaches and sleepers, and at the point 
of a n volver relieved all tbepaseengen 
of their valuables. They then left with 
a parting volley, taking a northerly di- 
rection. 

A telegram was at once sent to the 
sheriff at Newport, who formed • poeee 

and started in pursuit. 

An engine was dispatched to Angnsta 
for bloodbonuds. Telegrams were 
quickly sent to Little Hock for assist- 
ance and a special train left abont 1 a. 
m., carrying a im>ssu of ofltoera and a 
pack of bloodhcjuuda. 

The railroad iMMjple have no idea as to 
the amotint of money secured by the 
robbers. Creneral Superintendent Peck 
and Division Superintendent Rose of 
the Iron Mountain, who are in Mem- 
phis, have been notified of the robbery 
by telegraph and have instructed the 
railroad'people hefe to offer a large re> 
ward for the arreat of the robbora.

The Rrpeul of th« Silver Parehaslnc Aet 
Hm Alrrady Had lU Oood Effect. 
AbandMO* of Monejr mt SpecnIstlTe 
Center*— A Brighter Pro^Mt te the 
Near Future. 

New YoHK. Nov. 4.— R. O. Dun & 
Company's weekly reviewof trade says: 
The repeal of theailver pnrehase act 
does gidd already. The tnuineaa world 
in every part of t)ie coimtry reckons it 
helpful and the tone of trade ia more 
confident It ts |utf^v the ttme as yet 
for the effects to be felt to any great 
extent in manufactures, but bankers 
are more liberal in accommodations 
andmerchaota more bcqgtef ol in pur- 
chase. 

It is well to remember that the act 
will do less good than if it had been 

Sa.ssed early in the spring, or without 
elay after congress assembled. It can 
not now prevent several thousand fail- 
ures which have already occurred, nor 
rriieve creditors from resulting embar- 
rassments. It can not now save from 
loss a multitude of manufactoring es- 
tablishments which have dosed because 
thefntnre seemed uncertain. It will 
go far to restore business confidence 
which was much needed but many may 
expect from the measure larger results 
than can at thia late day be realised. 

The action of congress had less nsible 
influence upon speculative marketa for 
products, in part b««cau8e foreign mar- 
kets obstinatelv refused to accept the 
higher valuations which speculators 
here tried to establish. Though people 
aoroea the water award unstinted 
praisee to those who secured the pas- 
sage of the repeal bill, there ia not 
much disposition to pay higher prices 
on that account for wheat or cotton. 

In view of 'the great abundance of 
money at speculative centers, the weak- 
ness of markets is more significant. In- 
doatries could not be expected to make 
any material gain as yet, in oonaeonence 
of no financial conditions, bnt tne de- 
mand for textile products has to some 
extent improved. 

The metal working indtistries mani- 
fest little gain as yet. The minor met- 
als are weaker on the whole, though 
speculation lifted lead a trifle. 

The volnme of domestic trade gains 
but little, exchansres outside New York 
being 22.M per cent lower than last 
year for the week. The exports of 
products for the past month have been 
about $1,000,000 larger than last year, 
while imports have been abont 119,400,- 
000 smaller, which indicates an excess 
of enorts of 180,000,000 or more for .the 
monni. 

The railroads have been doing a little 
better, bnt returns do not yet come up 
to those of laat year. 

Failures for the week number 858 in 
the United States against 288 last year, 
and 28 in Canada against 81 last year. 
Only five concerns failed, with liabili- 
ties exceeding 9100,000 each. The ag- 
gregate of liabilities for the week end- 
ing Oct 20, was larger than of late, 
amounting to 17.400,000 against $5,800,- 
000 for the previous week.

London, Nov.4.— The Morning Leader 
has the following special from Lisbon: 
A telegram from Buenos Ayres sajrs 

that the insurLrent warship Rupublica 
ran into and sunk the transport liio de 
Janeiro, which was on her way from 
Kio ( Jrande do Sul to Rio de Janeiro 
witli troops for President Peixoto. 
Thirteen hundred of the troops were 
drowned. 

A di.sjiatch to The Times from Rio 
Janeiro, received on Nov. 1, contained 
the information that the Kepublica had 
rammed the Bio de Janeiro, and that 
600 out of 1,100 troops on board were 
drowned. This dispatch also said that 
Admiral Mello oonflrmed the truth of 
thia report. 

BLO ODY BAT TLE. 

Two Oflloert Have aTuughTiiue Arrpnt- 
Ing a Miin. 

Rfsiivii.LK, Ills.. Nov. 4.— A bloody 
battle occurred last inght at the resi- 
dence of William Knouse iuBainbridge 
township. Officers B. H. Ingles and 
Charles Louden of this city went there 
to arrest Charles Robertson. A danee 
was going on when they arrived and a 
general fight followed, the girls flying 
from t^e house. Ligles was stabbed in 
the back and face several times and 
beat over the head with a stove leg. 

Louden, to save their lives, m^ed his 
revolver, fatally wounding Seth Hat- 
field and seriously injuring Grover Rit- 
tcnhuuse and Alex. Robertson. Charles 
Robertson attempted to kill Louden, 
bnt his revolver missed fire. Both offi- 
cers, though seriously injured, finally 
overpowered Robertson and his friends 
and captured their men.

If Ton Wish to Mark Tour Ballot 
MIfhtVtstTaMtef. 



Any ^)orsoii wiHliing to vote must I'litiT 
the voting room an(l xivo his naiiiv and 
residence to the Clerk hoMing tlie bal- 
lots, who will ffive him on<- h ill ^t, and if 
requested will explain th^ manner of 
voting. 

The voter must then retire alone to 
one of the booths and prepare his ballot 
by makinR a cross-mark (X) with, the 
black Ink stencil foftnd there^ in the 
. aqaare opposite the name of the can- 
didate of his choice. 

In case of a qnestion submitted to 
popular vote the cross-mark should be 
made againat the " Yea" or "No" answer 
tobeffirea. 

Should the voter wlab to Tote • itraight 
partv ticket be shall atamp the cross- 
marc in the large square at the top of the 
column containing the device or emblem 
of his party, and his vote will then bo 
counted (or. all the candidates of his 
party. 

For iastance, if the voter is a Democrat 
let liim stamp the crons-niark (X) under 
the rooster's feet in the large square nt 
the ton of the first cohimn and this will 
vote tiie ])eiiiiicrati<^ ticket straipht. 

If a cross-iiuirk Ix' made in the larf^e 
square containing Iho dovict' of a party, 
and a cross-mark bo ma<le also in a dif- 
ferent column in the B(Hiarf after the 
name of one or more eandidateH of a dif- 
ferent party, tin; vote shall be counted 
for the candidatcH m nuirkcd and not for 
the candidates fur the same oflice of the 
party so marked; but the vote shall be 
counted fv>r all the other candidates en 
the tick(>t under the device first marked. 

If the voter mark more names than 
there are persons to be elected to an 
office luH vote shall not be counted for 
that oflice, or if it is impossible to 
determine his choice for an office his vote 
will not be counted for such office; but no 
ballot shall be rejected for any technical 
error if it. is possible to determine the 
voters choice. 

The voter may write in black pencil 
mark on the blank line on the ballot the 
name of any one for whom he wishes to 
vote and stamp the crosa-mark in the 
square opposite on the ritrht, but no 
printed name should be marked out. 

A voter who declares on oath that he 
is blind, or cannot read the Knclish Ian- 
guasre, or who from physical disability is 
unable to mark bis ballot, may apply to 
the t'ferlv for assistance. 

Melore leaving' the booth the voter 
shall fold his ballot so as to conceal how 
he voted, but disciotiiuK the siKiiaturofl of 
the (Joanty Clerk and tlio Clerk of the 
election endorsed on the back of the 
ballot. 

The voter must not occupy the booth 
more than three ininue.s in marking his 
ballot. He must return his ballot 
properly folded to one of the .ludtrcH, who 
will tear "ll the sccoiuiary .«lul) con- 
taining the votei',>< naiiK^ and tlien drop 
the ballot in the ballot box. 

The voter most then promptly leave 
the room and ahall not reenter it during 
said election. 

If tlie voter by mistake spoils his ballot 
he must return it to the Clerk, wiio will 
give him one other ballot. If ho does 
not vote a ballot he must return it to the 
Clerk. If he attempts to leave the room 
with a ballot he will be arrested and 
fined from $26 to $100. 

Any person who shall have in bis pos- 
session outside the election room any 
ballot, either eennine or counterfeit, dur- 
ing the election, shall be guilty of a 
felonv and on conviction sent to the pen- 
itentiary from two to five years. 

Any person who ehaU during the 
election, knowingly and willfully remove 
or de.stioy any of the supplies or other 
conveniences placed in the booth to en- 
able the voter to pre()are his badot, or 
deface tlie cards jirinted for instiu-'f ion, 
or shall destroy or icmove any booth or 
otiier convenience, or shall auenipi lo 
induce anylperson to commit any of such 
acts, shall upon conviction be coutiued 
in the county jail from aiz to twelve 
nionth.s. 

No person whatever shall <lo any elec- 
tioneering on election day within fifty 
feet of the polls, and no i lection oflicer 
shall disclose to any one at any time how 
a voter has voted. No one shall show 
his l>allot, after it ia marked, to anv one, 
nor shall any one examine such a l)allot 
or solicit the voter to show same. Who- 
ever shall violate tliese provisions shall 
on conviction be fined from $".'0 to $.")00, or 
imprisoned from ten days to six months, 
or DOtli so fined and imprisoned. 

No one shall sell, loan, give or furnish 
to any person on election dav, either di- 
rectly or iniduectly, any IntozicatinR 
drink, under penalty of a fine from $25 
to $60 fo^ each offense. 

Any person gifilty of receiving a bribe 
for his vote, or for his services, or for his 
influence, shall be fined from $60 to $100, 
or imprisoned from ten to ninet)r days, 
or botii fined and imprisoned, and be ex- 
cluded from oflice anil BufTra(;e. 

Any election oftioer who fails without 
good excuse to perform liia duty as such 
in holding an election shall be fined 
from $•_'.') to S.")iK). 

Any person wJio shall vote, before he 
has resided in the State, county ami pre- 
cinct the time ri (|uired l)y law, or before 
he has attained full age, or ))eforo he 
bus been duly naturalized, shall be tine<l 
from $60 to $1U0, or iinj>risoned from ten 
' to ninety days or botii.

Mr. Matthews 
has been signally successful in all his un- 
dertakings, and to-day is one of the 
wealthy men of Mason County. He re- 
ceived only a common school education, 
but by continuous reading, study and oi)- 
servation, be is now one of the best edu- 
cated men in the countv and noteil for 
general intelligence and knowledge on 
all subjects. He is tralv a self-made and 
self-educated man, and in every way 
fitted and qualified to represent Mason 
Countv in the State Legislature. He has 
never held any ofilce and was never be- 
fore a candidate. He was nominated bv 
a Democratic primary, defeating Jacob 
D. Riley, of Mayslick. and 'Squire 0. N. 
Weaver, of Minerva. The Republicans 
hav^ nominate Captain Hutchins, the 
well^nown Maysville attorney, to op)>ose 
him November 7, but the Democrats are 
united, and there is no doubt of Mr. Mat- 
thews' triumphant election at the polla."
